Danger Of U. S. Being Drawn Into The 
War Leads Wilson To Ask Belligerent 
Nations For Discussion Of Peace Terms 


Mediation Not Offered By 
President; Merely Proposes 


Peace Soundings Be Taken 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—The danger 
of 
the 
United 


States itself being drawn into the war, by reason of its increas- 
ingly critical position at & neutral,was one of the moving considera- 
tions in President Wilson's dispatch of notes to all the belliger- 
ents urging them to discuss terms of peace. 


Secretary Lansing today authorized the statement that the 


material rights of the United States had not been the paramount 
consideration. America's rights, he said, were being more and 
more involved by the belligerents and as the United States "was 
drawing nearer the verge of war," it was entitled to know exactly 
what each belligerent seeks "in order that we may regulate our 
conduct in the future." 


At the White House, no effort was made to lessen the import- 


ance of Secretary Laansing's statement. President Wilson would 
make no comment. 


President Wilson himself, on several occasions, has pointed 


out the danger of the United States becoming involved in the war. 
Because of violations of American rights, he has ffcit that -the 
United States, had a very difficult role to 
fill.

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LANSING SAYS V. S, IS ENTITLED TO 
KNOW WHAT WARRING NATIONS SEEK 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—Secretary Lansing today authorized the following statement: 
"The reasons for sending the note were as follows: 
.

"It isn't our material interest w« had in mind when the note was sent, but more and more our own rights are becoming in- 


volved by the belligerents on both sides so that the situation is becoming increasingly critical. 


"I mean by that, that we are drawing nearer the verge of war ourselves, and, therefore, we are entitled to know eiactly 


what each belligerent seeks in order that we may regulate our conduct in the future. 


"No nation has been sounded. No consideration of the German overture!! or of the speech of JJoyd-Oeorge was taken into ac- 


count in the formulation of the document. 
The only thing the. overtures did was to delay it a few days. It was not decided to send 


it until Monday. Of course, the difficulties that face the president were that it might be construed as a movement toward peace and 
in aid of the German overtures. He specifically denies that that was the fact in the document itself." 


"The sending of this note will indicate the possibility of our being forced'into the war. That possibility ought to serve as 


a restraining and sobering force safeguarding American rights. It may also serve to force an earlier conclusion of the war. Neither 
the president nor myself regard this note an a peace note; it ia merely an effort to get the belligerents to define the end for which 
they are

THE PRESIDENT'S ATTITUDE

hog barns in southern Ohio has 
been completed on the Bannon 
farm, near Lucasville. 


The structure is, 192 by 41 feet 


in dimensions. 
It is a wooden 


liuilding, with a large "hip" 
roof. An enormaus mow runs the 
entire length of the structure. Be- 
low the barn is divided into six 
equal parts, each 32' by 41 feet. 
Automatic liter and feed carriers

Two huge si- 
los, one on each end of the barn 
supplies the ensilage. 


The floors and troughs are of 


concrete. Large swinging doors

The barn will accom- 
modate casilv 160 cattle and 320

an expert in such architecture.

iporation's net earnings this j ear have exceeded $300,000,000. Would 
tbe end of the war end this prosperity! 


There is evidence that it would not. Products of the mills are 


mid for « year to come. Several recent orders call for delivery in 
1918 
Recent contiacts nith foreign buyers haie clauses which pre- 


vent cancellation and provide that material needed in time of peace 
may be substituted for the war supplies. The domestic demand has

Of nearly 2,500,000 tons ordered from the Steel 


Corporation in November less than 10 percent was for war exports. 
In that month our railroad companies made contracts for more than

- reused, there have been several additions to their wages, exports 
of sled products have been multiplied by three, and the Steel C'or- 
pur^tiou's net earnings this year have exceeded $300,000,000. Would 
the c-nd of the war end-this prosperity!

There is evidence that it would not. Products of the mills arc 


yold for a year to come. 
Several recent orders call for delivery in 


lillS. Jtecent contracts with foreign buyers have clauses which pre- 
vent cancellation and provide that material needed in time of peace 
may be substituted for the war supplies. The domestic demand has 
m-c'n growiiisr. 
Of nearly 2,500,000 tons ordered from the Steel 


Corporation in November less than 10 percent was for war exports: 
In that month onr railroad companies luade contracts for more tjian 
^100.000.000 worth of steel products. 


After a declaration of peace Europe will need much American 


ii-on and steel as raw material for rebuilding. This is asserted by all 
competent observers. Probably the need will be greatest in France 
And there will lie a demand for our machinery pf various kinds. If 
tin1 war should end next week, profitable activity in our steel indus- 
try would be assured for not less than a year. Probably there would 
lie some reduction of the present abnormal prices, but with little, 
if any, decline of output.

In Scioto County Mounds 


Test; Three Firemen Hurt 


Scioto county has become 


internationally famous 
for 


the wonderful 
pre-historic 


relin, which have been un- 
earthed and taken to Colum- 
bus by Prof. 
William C. 


Mills,of the Ohio Areheaolo- 
gical and Historical Society. 
The first mound excavated 
wits the Senator W. D. Trem- 
per mound,- West 
Side, 


where the most 
wonderful 


collection of stone pipes in 
existence was found. 


The next mound was lo- 


cated on the William Feurt 
farm, Scioto Trail, where, ac- 
cording: to a letter received. 
recently by Mr. Feurt, 402 
perfect skeletons were 
un- 


earthed there last summer. 


Besides the skeletons, 41 


splendid stone and fire clay 
pipes, handsomely carved to 
represent the various forms 
of animal life 1,500 quaint 
beads, 1,000 beautiful arrow 
heads and 1285 bone awls 
were found. There are sev- 
eral hundred 'other relics, 


but these have not 
been, 


enumerated as yet. 
-Many of the habits- and 
characteristics of the early 
inhabitants of the.Scioto val- 
ley were learned by the ex- 
cavation of these relics. 


The Feurt collection will 


be listed and placed on dis- 
play at the Archeaological 
building, Ohio State Univer- 
sity carnpuK. A complete re- 
port npon the discoveries 
made by Prof. Mills and 
party will be ready for pub- 
lication by early spring.
